Hehnquist an 
a Supreme Court Justice will now have the extraordinary opportunity to pass Judge- 
ment on the very laws which he devised as an employee of the Justice Department.

However, far his case, ha has sought out men who, like 
himself, wish to institute a le^al framework which will rob American citizens of 
their basic, constitutionally guaranteed rights.
